The Value of Physio-Therapy as Proved by the War 


The war demonstrated, in a manner that probably nothing else 
could, that even severe injury need not lead to serious disability, 
provided suitable treatment following the care of the wounds can be 
given. Good primary surgery and good nursing, of themselves, do 
not yield results which can be considered satisfactory. 
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Measures having to do with the early restoration of function 
in the damaged part are essential, and it is here that the Reconstruc- 
tion Aide found her great opportunity. With the coming of the 
first group of Aides to France a new era opened for the hospitals of 
the A. E. F., and from the first week of their work their usefulness 
was so fully demonstrated that the chief problem presented was the 
finding of a sufficient number of these trained workers. 

Not only were many men saved to useful lives, who would 
otherwise have been crippled, but the principle of physiotherapy and 
occupational therapy was so definitely established that civil hospi- 
tals must provide a staff of such workers, similar to those provided 
by the Army. 

Such a publication as this will do much to preserve the stan- 
dards and advance the science of the profession. It has the best 
wishes of all interested in Reconstruction Surgery.

Some Problems to Be Solved by the A. W. P. T. A. 


One of the results of the World War was the universal recog- 
nition of the value of physiotherapy. In the United States, as well as 
abroad, the lessons learned in the military game are being applied to 
industrial conditions. The success attained in the army was in a 
great measure due to the loyalty, the contagious enthusiasm, the pro- 
fessional ability and the whole-souled devotion to duty, of you, the 
Reconstruction Aides in physiotherapy. 

It is now necessary for you not only to maintain inviolate the 
high standard which you have initiated, but also by your influence 
and example to advance it to a still higher plane of usefulness and. 
exactness. This you should be able to do through your new asso- 
ciation. 

It will require wise leadership, unbounded enthusiasm and the 
submersion of all selfish personal aims to accomplish this. It has 
seemed to many of us who are proud to be associated with you that 
some of the problems you have to solve are: 

1. Eligibility as to future members, namely those who have not 
been identified with the work in the Army, Navy, or Public Health. 
For a society to live, there should be constant accession of new 
blocd, and should be so little hampered by inflexible rules that, 
always bearing in mind the high ideals which actuate you, they may 
be enabled to admit those women whose personality, whose achieve- 
ments in certain lines of this work are such that they would be an 
added source of strength to the association. This should include 
such trained nurses, who though not graduated from any school of 
physical education or physiotherapy, yet have received from other 
sources a special training along certain lines of physiotherapy treat- 
ment. 
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2. The question of affiliation with some other organization, 
such as the American Society for Physical Education. This ques- 
tion should be considered from all angles. It would seem wise for 
your association to function as an independent body, at least at the 
start, and later to consider some amalgamation, provided that you 
retained your identity and that the standards that you are striving 
for are not lowered by such contract. 

3. The stressing of any particular branch of physiotherapy. It 
would seem wise for you to maintain the broad basis on which the 
work has been established and not allow invidious comparisons to be 
made concerning the component parts thereof. 

These are a few of the problems, the solution of which will 
make or break your association. 

Finally let me assure you that we who have been elected by 
you as honorary members of your organization will endeavor to 
render to you the whole-hearted support which you accorded us 
while in the military service of the United States.

American Women’s Physical Therapeutic Association 
The necessity for a National Physical Therapeutic Association 
has made itself manifest throughout the country. During our period 
of service rare friendships existed. The invigorating “pull to- 
gether” feeling was so strong that those of us who are back again 
in civilian life feel the need of national association that will sustain 
these ties that should not be severed. Beyond this, standardization 
must be considered in order to attain the efficiency that rightfully 
belongs to our profession. This can only be done by united effort. 
Previous to the war emergency, physical therapeutic measures 
were only scientificaily recognized by a limited number of the medi- 
cal profession and then rarely intelligently used but by the orthopedic 
surgeon. 

The result of physiotherapy has no better exponent than the 
physically reconstructed soldier. 

There seems to be a feeling by many that the requirements for 
entrance into the National Association as stated in the circular 
drawn up by the Temporary Committee were too exacting. The 
matter has received much consideration and the decision is strongly 
in favor of assuming a high standard. Each person who received a 
notice of the Association is eligible as a charter member. 

It is feared that oversights have occurred in mailing circulars, 
especially among the A. E. F. Aides. Every member is urged to 
help rectify any errors by sending information to the secretary. 





The Forming of the American Women’s Physical Thera- 
peutic Association 

This association was started in the early part of 1920 by a com- 

mittee at the Walter Reed. At first, invitations were sent only to 
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those who had left the service, consequently the association did not 
gain ground very fast as there were still many Aides left. In De- 
cember of last year about 800 circular letters were sent to those both 
in and out of the service who it was thought would be interested and 
would want to join. The response was most enthusiastic and things 
moved with more speed. 

Each girl who replied received a blank and was asked to nomi- 
nate a president, two vice-presidents, a treasurer and two members 
for the executive committee. The secretary was to be appointed 
later by this committee. 120 forms were returned. From these the 
nomination committee compiled a ballot which was sent to approxi- 
mately 200 girls, each paid-up member of the association receiving a 
blank with the request that it be returned by March 24th. On that 
date the nomination committee will meet and count the votes. 

Upon the declaration of the ballot our association will be prop- 
erly launched and it will be up to us to see that it is kept not only 
floating but gathering more and more speed from our united efforts 
towards furthering its aims. 


Officers and Executive Committee Elected for 1921 


The vote for officers and members at large of the executive 
committee for the ensuing year has resulted in the election of the fol- 
lowing members: President, Miss Mary McMillan; Vice-Presi- 
dents, Miss Beulah Rader, Miss Emma Heilman; Treasurer, Miss 
Janet B. Merrill ; Executive Committee, Miss Hazel Furchgott, Miss 
Marien Sweezey. 

In accordance with the Constitution the secretary will be ap- 
pointed by the executive committee as early as an expression of 
their choice can be obtained. During the interim the president has 
appointed Miss Janet B. Merrill, Children’s Hospital, Boston, Mass., 
to whom all communications should be addressed. 


Preliminary Meeting of the A. W. P. T. A. 


On January 15th a meeting of the A. W. P. T. A. was held at 
Keen’s Chop House, 36th St., New York City, to discuss the ques- 
tion of forming a national P. T. Association, with all the local 
branches under one constitution and with national officers. 

The questions which were brought up: 

1. Qualifications for membership. 

a. Should only military P. T. aides be included or should 
those able to meet the requirements as to training and 
experience. 

b. Admission of Canadians and others who served during 
the war. 

Requirements for admission. 
Affiliation with the P. E. Society, a separate branch meeting at 
the same time. 
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4. Change of name, omitting the word “women” so that men equally 
qualified may be admitted. 

5. The right to become members of the American Legion and to 
wear the service button. 

6. U.S. Army Reserve Corps of Aides as well as Nurses. 

A committee of six was appointed, with Miss Gertrude Healy as 
chairman, for the purpose of drawing up a constitution and by-laws, 
which will be considered by the Boston chapter at a general meeting 
later and then adopted. 

The consensus of opinion was that the society should consist of 
army and navy and ex-aides, also physicians and surgeons interested 
in P. T. as associate members. 

Lt. Col. Frank B. Granger, Major McFee from Boston, Lt. Col. 
Corbusier from Plainfield, Major Ney, New York, Major Sampson 
of Fox Hills, and Commander Bainbridge from the Naval Hospital, 
as well as thirty aides, were e present. 











American Women’s s - Physical: “Therapeutic ‘Association 


Constitution 
ARTICLE I. 
Name. 

Section 1. The name of this Association shall be The American Women’s 
Physical Therapeutic Association. 

ARTICLE II. 
Objects. 

Section 1. The purpose of this Association shall be to establish and main- 
tain a professional and scientific standard for these engaged in the profession 
of Physical Therapeutics; to increase efficiency among its members by en- 
couraging them in advanced study; to disseminate information by the distri- 
bution of medical literature and articles of professional interest; to assist 
in securing positions for its members; to make available efficiently trained 
women to the medical profession; and to sustain social fellowship and 
intercourse upon grounds of mutual interest. 

Articte III. 
Membership. 

Section 1. The Association shall consist of charter, active and honorary 
members. 

ArTICLe IV. 
Officers and Committees. 

Section 1. The officers of this Association. shall be a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. There shall be an Executive Committee of seven, consisting of the 
five officers of the Association and two members at large. 

Sec. 3. There shall be an Advisory Committee of five, selected from the 
honorary members by the Executive Committee. 

Sec.4. Any vacancy in the Executive or Advisory Committee shall be 
filled by the Executive Committee for the remainder of the year. 

ARTICLE V. 
Amendment to the Constitution. 

Section 1. Amendments to this Constitution shall be submitted in writing 
by any member of the Association to the Executive Committee; such proposed 
amendments shall be printed on the notice of the next annual meeting. 

_ Sec.2. This amentment in order to be effective must receive an affirma- 
tive vote by two-thirds of the members present. The result of the vote shall 
be mailed ty letter or by current circular to each member of the Association. 
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By-Laws 


ARTICLE | 
Membership 

Section 1. Charter members shali be the Reconstruction Aides in Physio- 
therapy who have served satisfactorily with the United States Army and 
Navy or with those of the Allies, whose training and experience must total 
one year and who apply for membership in the Association within one year 
of the ratification of the Constitution. 

Sec.2. Active members shall be graduates of recognized Schools of 
Physiotherapy or Physical Education, who have had training and experience 
in Massage and Therapeutic Exercises, with some knowledge of either 
Electrotherapy or Hydrotherapy, and whose character and personality are 
definitely suited to this work. The Executive Committee shall have power 
to formulate such rules as will maintain a standard for eligibility and to 
institute such entrance examinations as they deem advisable. 

Sec.3. Honorary members shall be graduates of Medical Schools con- 
forming to the standard of the American Medical Association. 


Articie IT. 
Duties of Officers and Committees. 

Section 1. The duties of the officers of this Association shall be those 
provided by parliamentary law in addition to those provided for in this 
Constitution and By-laws. 

Sec. 2. The President or in her absence the Vice President shall preside 
at all meetings of the Association and of the Executive Committee; in their 
absence from any meeting a temporary Chairman may be chosen at such 
meeting 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall keep a record of all meetings of the Associa- 
tion and the Executive Committee; shall conduct all correspondence of the 
Association; shall give notice of all meetings of the Association or Execu- 
tive Committee; shall keep a correct list of the names and last addresses 
of every member of the Association. If the Secretary is absent from a 
meeting a secretary pro tem may be chosen at such meeting to make record 
of the meeting. 

Sec.4. The Treasurer shall keep the accounts and have charge of all 
the funds of the Association; shall collect all annual dues and other payments 
of the Association; and shall make all payments for the Association. She 
shall make a statement of the accounts of the Association at each annual 
meeting or whenever requested so to do by vote of the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Executive Committee shall be to transact the 
business of this Association aud by correspondence with the members to 
aid in carrying out the purpose of the Association as stated in Article II., 
Sec. 1, of the Constitution and to fulfil any other duties provided for in this 
Constitution and By-laws. 

Sec. 6. The duties of the Advisory Committee shall be to stimulate the 
interest of the Medical Profession in the aims of the Association; to promote 
interest in advance study of Physical Therapeutics in the Medical Schools in 
this country. 

Articte ITI. 
Election of Honorary Members. 

Section 1. Honorary members shall be proposed by any charter or active 
member. The name to be submitted in writing to the Secretary. 

Sec. 2. The election of honorary members shall be vested in the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

ArTICLe IV. 
Election of Officers and Committees. 

Section 1. The Officers and Committees of this Association shall hold 
office for one year or until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 2. Nominations for the above officers, except the Secretary, may be 
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submitted in writing by any member of the Association, such nominations 
to reach the Secretary on or before January 1st. The Secretary shall mail, 
before January 15th, a list of these nominees to each member, upon. receipt 
of which a ballot shall be cast and returned to the Secretary. From the 
result of this ballot not later than Feb. 15th a final list, with the names of 
two nominees for each office receiving the highest number of votes, shall be 
prepared and mailed to each member. The final ballot shall be immediately 
returned to the Secretary and the nominees for each office receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected. Final ballots received after 
March 15th shall be void. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall be appointed by the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 4. The Executive Committee shall have power to select an auxiliary 
Committee in order to enable them to carry out the purpose of the Associa- 
tion as stated in Article II., Sec. 1, of this Constitution. 

ARTICLE V. 
Dues. 

Section 1. The dues for charter and active members shall be $2 for one 
year or fraction thereof, payable to the Treasurer at the beginning of the 
fiscal year. 

Sec. Any member who fails to pay dues shall be suspended from the 
membe tm roll of the Association and dropped at the discretion of the 
Executive Committee, but shall be restored to full membership upon payment 
of the past and current year’s dues. 

ArtTIcLe VI. 
Amendment. 

Section 1. These By-laws may be amended by a majority vote of the 
charter and active members of the Association, such amendment to have 
been approved by a two-thirds vote of the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 2. Any charter or active member may propose an amendment to 
these By-laws to the Executive Committee, which, if approved, shall immedi- 
ately be put to vote of the members. 

Sec. 3. A copy of the proposed amendment shall be mailed by the Secre- 
tary to each charter and active member of the Association and a vote on it 
requested; any votes not received within thirty days from the date shall be 
considered affirmative. The result of the vote shall be mailed or circulated 
by current literature to each charter and active member.

Army Hospital, Parker Hill, Boston, and who is now taking care of 
Dr. F. E. Cotton’s physiotherapy cases in his office on Common- 
wealth Avenue, Boston, kindly consented to serve on the augmented 
committee. 

Miss Isabel Noble, who served in France in the P. T. division 
of the Reconstruction Department, was selected as another member. 
Miss Noble returned to New York in June, 1919, and was assigned 
to duty at the U. S. Hospital, Fort McHenry, Baltimore, and later at 
Oteen, N.C. Since January last Miss Noble has been assisting in 
Dr. Lovett’s office in massage and exercise.

Boston Organization 

The Women’s Physical Therapeutic Association of Boston was 
born December 14, 1920, and although only three months old, is 
a pretty husky infant, going strong and growing rapidly. Earlier 
in the month the Fox Hills aides assembled to discuss the possibility 
of some such organization in Boston, but as it was the first time most 
of us had met since our discharge from the army, the evening degen- 
erated into a reminiscing and social affair: pleasant, but unbusiness- 
like. However, when our first regul-r meeting took place at Miss 
Putnam’s house on the very stormy evening of Dec. 14th, we were 
fifteen strong, owing chiefly to the enthusiastic response from the 
Parker Hill aides. At that meeting, officers and committees were 
chosen, and now the association is fairly well organized. It consists 
of about thirty active or resident members, and a scattering of non-

resident. The yearly dues for the former are three dollars; for the 
latter, one. The officers are: president (Sibyl Stone), secretary- 
treasurer (Myrna Howe), and the committees: a membership com- 
mittee of five (Miss Thomas, Miss Willard, Miss Bell, and the first- 
named officers), a program committee of three (Miss Cole, Miss 
Campbell, Miss Converse), a social committee to be later appointed 
by the chair, and an advisory board composed of president, secre- 
tary-treasurer, and chairmen of the committees. Other temporary 
ones were chosen, which, when their work was done, passed auto- 
matically out of existence. One such was given the task of drawing 
up a constitution, which was discussed in open meeting and, with a 
few amendments, adopted. 

We meet once a month at the Army and Navy Club, and our 
Program Committee arranges speakers for each meeting. In Feb- 
ruary Dr. Mary Mulliner kindly gave a short address. Her sugges- 
tions for growth fell under three heads: research, conference, and 
expression. She discussed each separately, and outlined methods of 
advance which we feel will be of great value in our future activities. 
In March we are to have a demonstration and talk on electro- 
therapy by Dr. Morse. In March also the Alumnz Association of 
the Boston School of Occupational Therapy has given us a cordial 
invitation to join them in a “lunch-box supper” and meeting (March 
2nd), to get together on a friendly footing and discuss the possibility 
of affiliation if it meets with the approval of our “P. T.” association. 

These are only a few of the many ideas under consideration for 
increasing the interest and usefulness of our organization. We hope 
in general to make it a broad-minded, progressive body, ready to 
accept suggestions from other local societies, true to the best ideals 
of physiotherapy, and eager to prove itself worthy of existence by 
intelligent service to aides, to work, and to humanity in general.

New York Organization 


As the girls of the P. T. Department at the Hoff General Hos- 
pital, Staten Island, began to disband in anticipation of the closing 
of the post, they lamented the difficulties of seeing one another again. 
Some one suggested a meeting on the 15th of October at the Hotel 
Astor. Nine aides managed to be there, and we had a most happy 
dinner at Keen’s Chop House. 

It was decided then to form an organization at once, and as 
officers, Gertrude Healy was chosen President, Frances Perry Sec- 
retary-Treasurer. Hazel Punzelt was elected chairman of the pro- 
gram committee. Ellen Kearns and Dorothy Virgin were selected 
to draw up a tentative constitution. As a result of this meeting 
cards were sent to every girl who had ever been at Fox Hills, an- 
nouncing the next meeting. 

On this occasion twenty-four aides met, some coming from 
New Haven, Boston, and Pennsylvania. When a tentative plan for 
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a constitution was suggested its adoption was deferred, as informa- 
tion concerning two other organizations, both national, had come to 
us. Committees were appointed for the purpose of making the 
necessary inquiries. Committees were also appointed to secure an 
official list of all aides (P. T.) in this vicinity and to notify them of 
these meetings. Miss Wallis, a member of the National Association 
of P. T. in England, gave us an interesting account of the organiza- 
tion and requirements of that body. 

At the December meeting twenty-seven girls were present. 
Miss Wrenn, editor of the official paper of the National Military 
Aides Association, addressed us most interestingly. Many of the 
girls joined that organization before the evening closed when we 
found we were eligible for membership only as individuals, not as a 
unit. 

At this gathering we decided to meet every month on the 15th 
at the Hotel Richmond, 70 W. 46th St., at six o’clock, for dinner. 
We had been assured of privacy there and unlimited time for busi- 
ness sessions following dinner. Many subjects were discussed and 
part of the constitution was adopted. 

Our January meeting was adjourned in order that we might 
meet with Dr. Granger and other members of the advisory commit- 
tee who were meeting with a group of aides with whom we had not 
been in touch. At this meeting, after many enlightening discussions 
regarding the A. W. P. T. A., a committee was selected to draw up 
a suggestive constitution embodying the ideas developed at this time 
by the National Association. 

Feb. 15th the result of this committee’s work was considered, 
along with a tentative draft received from Miss MacMillan. It was 
voted the committee again meet and draw up another constitution 
embodying the best points of both, this to be sent to National Head- 
quarters.
